Military warehouses in southern Albania are located as follows: 


a. At position (M.448-048), about 800 to 1,000 meters west of th: 
Gjinokaster-Tepelene road, there are two warehouses. One, & 
single-story stone building, is about 15 meters long, five or 
six meters wide, and five or six meters high. The second 
building is about one-half the size of the first. A guard unit 
of ten men and one officer mans two guardposts at the large ware- 
house and one post at the small warehouse. 


b. At location (M.455-040) there are two single-story warehouses which 
measure 20 x 6 meters, reportedly used by artillery units, A unit 
of eight men guards the two warehouses, 


c. Two warehouses are in a woded area north of the village of Picar 
and are reportedly used for storing rifle ammunition. 
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10. In Himare there is a Border Guard company of 20 to 30 men led by @& 
first lieutenant. There are border guard posts in Zamali (sic)
